Paim Culture 


The failure to raise Palms successfully is usually due to 
two causes, first in the watering and second. in the care of 
the foliage. It isnot a difficult matter to know when to 
water and how much water to apply, as the Palm, like 
nearly all other plants, should be watered well during the 
warm weather when it is growing and lightly during the 
winter when growing slowly, if at all. The one rule to 
follow is that of giving the plant a good watering when it 
needs it and then allowing the soil in the pot to looka 
little dry before watering again. 


The Palm is very subject to scale in its many forms, 
and a frequent washing, syringing or sponging of the leaves 
during the summer is necessary to keep the plant in a clean, 
healthy condition. The under side of the leaf is where the 
sponging should be done most frequently, as the insects 
do not bother the upper side of the leaves toamount to 
anything. When scale or mealy bug is first noticed on the 
foliage, and a sharp watch should always be kept for them, 
Scrape each one off with a little smooth stick, the back of 
a knife or anything that wiil take them off and not injure 
the surface of the leaf. It will be found the only quick and 
really effective way of ridding plants of them.
